MAY  A  -  5,  1979 


Graced  wtth  one  of  the  most  commanding  and  well 
known  overlooks  in  the  state,  Hawks  Nest  State  Park 
still  remains  one  of  the  most  popular  parks  in  the 
system.  A  rugged  portion  of  the  New  River  Gorge, 
60  miles  long  to  over  a  thousand  feet  deep  in  places, 
provides  the  setting  for  the  modern  31 -room  lodge  at 
Hawks  Nest.  Below  the  lodge,  the  New  River  forms  the 
peaceful  Hawks  Nest  Lake.  Above  and  beyond  the  lake 
the  narrow  canyon  and  rushing  water  create  one  of  the 
most  challenging  wildwater  boating  waterways  in  the 
nation. 

The  lodge  dining  room  offers  views  of  the  lake  be¬ 
low,  marina,  and  the  exciting  aerial  tramway  which 
serves  the  lakeside  recreational  facilities.  At  the 
marina,  row  and  paddle  boats  are  available  for  rent, 
and  a  snack  bar  and  picnic  facilities  are  adjacent  for 
guests'  convenience. 

Many  of  the  guestrooms'  private  outdoor  balconies 
overlook  the  gorge  and  lake,  while  others  overlook  the 
swimming  pool  which  is  provided  for  lodge  guests  at 
no  additional  charge.  Tennis  courts  are  available  for 
a  nominal  fee. 

While  visiting  the  Hawks  Nest  State  Park,  make  it  a 
point  to  stop  at  the  rustic  Museum,  set  high  overlook¬ 
ing  the  canyon  above  the  main  overlook.  Admission  is 
free  and  displays  include  Indian  and  pioneer  artifacts. 
Souvenirs  are  featured  in  gift  shops  in  the  lodge  and 
in  the  older  park  area  Picnicking  facilities  round  out 
the  park  accommodations. 

Whether  it  be  a  summer  vacation,  quick  getaway  to 
the  mountains  to  view  the  veritable  color  symphony  of 
autumn,  a  trek  to  mountains  of  winter  whiteness,  or  a 
pilgrimage  to  view  spring’s  beauties,  Hawks  Nest  Is  a 
perfect  year-round  sanctuary.

TWO  FOR  ONE  BY  MAY  5,  1979

Less  than  three  months  are  left  before  the  May  meeting  when  we  add  up  the  final 
score  for  the  Membership  Campaign.  The  results  so  far  have  been  somewhat  dis¬ 
appointing.  Only  49  new  members  have  been  added  since  the  campaign  started. 

This  is  far  short  of  the  target  of  332  !!!  We  honestly  are  at  a  loss  to  understand 
why  each  of  you  as  members  have  not  signed  up  at  least  one  new  member  !  ! 

We  have  explained  that  new  members  are  essential  to  the  growth  of  NSCA  and 
the  scrip  collecting  hobby,  that  new  members  will  become  a  source  for  finding  new 
scrip  and  needed  customers  for  existing  scrip,  and  that  more  members  will  provide 
more  funds  for  the  operation  of  NSCA,  thereby  delaying  the  inevitable  increase 
in  dues  as  the  cost  of  living  increases. 

We  have  promoted  the  Membership  Award  Trophy  which  is  given  to  the  member 
who  signs  up  the  most  new  members  between  May,  1978  and  May  5,  1979.  The 
current  standings  in  this  contest  are  reported  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  As  can  be 
seen,  the  contest  is  still  wide  open.  Any  member  could  win  with  a  little  extra 
effort.  Incidentally,  past  winners,  the  President  and  the  Secretary  have  requested 
that  they  not  be  considered  as  contestants  this  year. 

We  thought  we  had  offered  a  real  incentive  to  encourage  your  participation  by 
giving  a  FREE  copy  of  the  Edkins'  Catalogue  to  each  member  who  signs  up  five 
new  members  between  May,  1978  and  May  5,  1979.  This  offer  expires  on  May  5, 
1979.

Another  good  method  is  to  give  a  gift  of  one 
year's  paidup  membership  to  someone  whom  you  are  having  a  hard  time  finding 
an  appropriate  gift.  It  should  be  most  appreciated  and  could  put  the  person  on 
the  road  to  a  new  and  enjoyable  experience. 

We  have  also  pointed  out  that  although  NSCA  was  formed  by  a  group  of  coal 
scrip  collectors,  it  soon  was  recognized  that  lumber  companies  also  used  scrip. 

As  a  result,  the  By-Laws  were  amended  to  include  both  coal  and  lumber  scrip 
within  the  scope  of  NSCA  membership.  Today  there  are  a  number  of  lumber 
scrip  collectors  among  our  members,  and  with  the  recent  publishing  of  Terry 
Trantow's  lumber  token  book,  the  collecting  of  lumber  scrip  should  expand  rapidly. 

Since  trees  grow  in  areas  where  coal  is  not  found,  lumber  scrip  can  be  found 
literally  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  from  the  Rio  Grande  to  the

1972.  to:  (a)  Promote  the 
collection  of  coal  company  scrip  (metal  and 
paper)  and  related  tokens;  (b)  To  cultivate 
good  relations  between  collectors  of  scrip 
tokens;  and  (c)  To  encourage  the  study  and 
research  of  the  histon  of  coal  mining 
companies  as  it  relates  to  scrip  tokens  and  of 
the  companies  that  manufactured  the  tokens. 


Over  400  collectors  in  40  states  are  presently 
members  of  the  group.

Such  term  includes  coins,  tokens,  paper  money,  and  commem¬ 
orative  medals." 


"If  any  person  violates  Section  2  (a)  or  (b)  or  a  rule  under  Section  2  (c),  any  interested 
person  may  commence  a  civil  action  for  injunctive  relief  restraining  such  violation,  and 
for  damages,  in  any  United  States  district  court  for  a  district  in  which  the  defendant 
resides  or  has  an  agent.  In  any  such  action,  the  court  may  award  the  costs  of  the  suit, 

including  reasonable  attorneys  fees.

Q:  What  category  does  the  Ingle  System  tokens 
come  under,  asks  Scriptor  C.  Grellman  from 
Alabama.  She  has  some  pieces  of  same  and 
would  like  to  know  more  about  them. 

A:  The  Ingle  System  tokens  were  issued  from 
1909-19,  with  ones  showing  a  June,  1909 
patent  date  used  from  1909-14  and  those  re¬ 
flecting  the  date  April  7,  1914  being  used 
from  1914-19.  As  Scriptor  Dave  Schenkman 
will  tell  you,  whether  the  tokens  were  really 
"patented"  or  not  is  in  question.  Both  Dave 
and  I  have  checked  the  Patent  Office,  but 
have  not  been  able  to  discover  a  patent  for 
said  tokens.  We  did  find  records  showing  the 
Ingle  System  issuing  registers.  While  some  of 
tRe  tokens  are  coal  or  coal  related,  most  of 
them  were  used  by  'general  stores'.  Also,  most 
of  them  are  classified  as  'mavericks'  in  that  the  town  name  is  not  shown  on  the  obverse. 

The  Q  &  A  Editor  has  about  700  of  these,  with  115  being  identified  so  far.  I  might  mention 
that  I  now  have  Dun  and  Bradstreet  Mercantile  Agency  year  books  for  1909  -  1912  -  1914  - 
1916  and  1918.  These  are  on  microfilm.  I  recently  bought  a  microfilm-microfiche  reader 
to  use  for  research.  So  -  send  along  info  on  mavericks  and  we'll  check  them  out  for  you. 

Q:  The  author  of  the  new  book,  "SCRIP",  Scriptor  Stuart  Brown  inquired  about  Carter  Coal 

Company  tokens  which  were  used  in  Virginia  after  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  I  had  one  for 

the  "Seaboard"  store. 

A:  After  reviewing  the  Insurance  Credit  System  record  book,  I  learned  that  ICS  pieces  of 
scrip  for  two  Virginia  locations  of  the  Carter  Coal  Co.  were  used.  The  first,  the  Seaboard 
Store  was  in  Tazewell  County.  The  other  store  was  at  Lark,  also  Tazewell  County.  The 
Seaboard  Store  had  a  punch  resembling  an  evergreen  tree  and  the  Lark  Store  had  the  same 
cut-out  as  that  used  on  the  Stuart  Colliery  scrip  of  Summerlee,  W.Va.  Faith  Smokeless  am 
the  Standard  Eagle  Coal  Company  (both  W.Va.  companies)  used  the  same  cut-out  or  punch 
as  the  Lark  Store.  The  scrip  for  the  five  stores  of  Carter  Coal  Co.  (ICS)  were  bought  on 
or  after  December  30,  1920.  Consolidation  Coal  Co.  agreed  to  eventually  buy  Carter  Coo! 
Co.  out  in  1922.  Ten  mines  in  three  states  were  involved.  The  37,000  acres  of  coal  lane 

were  in  McDowell  County,  W.Va.;  Tazewell  and  Buchanan  in  Virginia;  and  Knox  and  Bell 

in  Kentucky.  The  properties,  after  being  leased,  were  returned  to  the  Carter  family  in 
1933.  Consol  mined  more  than  15  million  tons  of  coal  from  the  areas  involved. 

Q:  After  having  been  asked  to  determine  whether  two  North  Carolina  tokens  were  coal  or 
not,  I  sent  a  list  of  mostly  Oreo  tokens  to  Jerry  Roughton  of  North  Carolina.  Here  is  the 
information  which  he  relayed.
